Regular Meeting. 
Mayor Julian and all the 
members of the council were 
present. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 

Petition of John Cunningham 
asking a remission of a fine, was, 
on motion of Mr. Marshall, 
granted. 

Petition of Black, Hughes & 
Co., asking that alley way leading 
to their coal yard be repaired. 
Referred - to. street committee 
with power to act. 

Petition of citizens of Broadway, 
asking for an electric light at 
west end of L. & N. depot. Re- 
ferred to Gas committee. 

Petition of L. F. Johnson, to 
build two cottages on Murray 
and Cross streets signed by people 
in the neighborhood. Mr. W. J. 
Hughes was present and remon 
strated. At the suggestion of Mr. 
Johnson the matter was referred 
to the street committee. 

The King Iron Bridge Com 
pany asked to be released from 
that portion of the contract re- 
quiring them to remove the piers 
of the old bridge, they having 
contracted with Mr. Jno. T. 
Buckley to do said work. Mr. 
Pruett offered a resolution in 
relation to the matter, and both 
papers w-re referred to the bridge 
committee. 

Mr. R. B. Franklin appeared 
before the council and asked that 
the matter in relation to the rent 
due from Ed and Howard Gaines 
be left in the hands of the com- 
mittee until he could appear 
before it. Granted. 

The reports of the city officers 
were received and filed. 

The report of the fire committee 
was received and the accounts 
allowed. 

* The committee on streets 
reported in favor of postponing 
*he work on Murray street. 
Adopted. 

Sevcial accounts from the 
charity committee were ordered 
paid. 

The report of the school board 
was received and read. It gives 
an estimate for 1894 -95 and shows 
that a deficiency will exist of about 
$ 10, 728. The report was re- 
ferred to school committee. 

The school committee recom- 
mended that the clerk d^aw his 
warrant on the treasurer for 
$ 1, 507.45. and that arrangements 
be made to pay the interest due 
on school bonds. The report of 
the committee was adopted. 

The license committee reported 
in favor of granting the J. K. 
Gaines Distilling company license 
to do business on Main street. 
Adapted. 



The same committee reported 
the license ordinance, which had 
its first reading and was laid over 
until next Monday night to be 
acted on in committee of the 
whole. 

The printing committee was 
directed to let the printing of said 
ordinance out to lowest bidder. 

The work-house accounts were 
allowed. 

The finance committee reported 
a number of accounts, which 
were allowed. 

The ordinance defining the 
duties of the city attorney had its 
second reading and passed. 

Mr. Haly offered an ordinance 
in relation to the payment of 
claims by the council, which had 
its first reading and passed. 

Mr. H^ffner, from the Gas 
corrtmittee, reported in favor of 
an arc light at Ann and Mero 
streets. Report adopted. 

Several accounts from the 
bridge committee were ordered 
paid. 

The bridge committee was 
empowered to employ Mr. W. B. 
Larkin as policeman at the rate of 
$50 per month. 

The finance committee were 
instructed to settle accounts of 
late city treasurer. 

On motion of Mr. Utterback, 
the finance, committee were 
directed to collect interest due on 
Midland bonds. 

Mr. Pruett offered an ordinance 
exempting manufactories from 
taxation for five years, which was 
referred to ordinance committee. 

The case of Henry Penn was 
referred to charity committee 
with power to act. 

On motion of Mr. Pruett, it 
was declared to be the the sense 
of this council that Dr. A. 
Duvall is the regular city 
physician, and that the clerk pay 
him the salary. 

The council then adjourned 
until next regu'ar meeting.

a Frankfort Boy Um victim of 
ills Bom. 

A telegram received by Mr. 
John VV. Gaines on Wednesday 
evening from dpt. W. VV. Bicon 
brought the sad intelligence that 
Mr. Frank Recter Crittenden had 
been killed that morning by his 
horse, near Duartc, Los Angeles 
county, California. No further 
particulars were given, but it is 
supposed he was the victim of a 
runaway accident.

General Comment. 

The Brazilian "war" is over at last 
and the government forces are vic- 
torious. It became apparent when 
Admiral Benham of the United 
States Navy refused to recognise the 
bloakade which Da Oama, the rebel 
Admiral, was attempting to enforce 
on Rio, that all 'hope of success by 
means of the Navy was at a 
and only the reported successes of 
the land forces under De Mello kept 
the spirit of revolution alive. Both 
these leaders have now sought refuge 
on board the Portugese men of war, 
and President Poixoto will be able to 
turn the reinB of government over to 
his recently elected successor un 
hampered by the daily threat of bat- 
tle which was always going to, but 
never did, materialize into a decisive 
engagement. The whole affair was a 
toy war compared to what it would 
have been in a more stable govern- 
ment. To our own gallant and sensi- 
ble Admiral is due much of the credit 
for the termination of the farce. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere offered an 
Amendment in the English House of 
Commons on Tuesday, proposing to 
abolish the House of Lords, and to 
the amazement of everybody it was 
■carried by a vote of 147 to 145 in 
spite of the opposition of the govern- 
ment. Many of those who voted for 
the amendment declared afterwards 
that they did so merely to secure a 
good division in the House, and that 
if they had entertained any idea that 
it would carry they would not have 
done so. As it is everything seems 
to be in a muddle, and the Cabinet 
is considering whether to resign or 
not. In vilw of the developments of 
recent years ib would seem that the 
Lords could be spared without much 
loss to the government of the ''right 
tight little isle," but the old English 
spirit of conservatism, hardly pre- 
pared for so radical a change in its 
system, stands aghast at the very 
thought. 

Later -The House on Thursday 
rescinded its action by refusing to 
pass the whole address in which the 
amendment was embodied, and 
everything is serene again. 

All who have read that remarkable 
novel, "The Heavenly Twins,"jwill be 
interested in an article by its author, 
Mme. Sarah Grand, which appears in 
the North American Review for 
March, and in which she attempts to 
give logical shape to her ideas. The 
"Heavenly Twins" is more remark- 
able for proving that something is 
wrong in our social system (in which 
all thinking people will agree without 
argument) than for suggesting any 
practical remedy, and this same ob- 
jection will be urged against the 
article in the North American. 
Madame Grand is earnest and sin- 
cere, but she is vague. She declares 
that in future men must be better 
and women will be wiser, but she 
utterly neglects to tell us what we 
are going to do with our weak human 
natures. She starts out with the 
idea that in order to induce women 
to require greater purity and less 
self indulgence from men all she has 
to do is to educate them a little. It 
may not be so in Europe, where 
young girls are more carefully guard- 
ed from tne knowledge of such 
things than they are here, but in this 
country there is no necessity that a 
•woman should be in ignorance of the 
character of the man she marries. 
There is a much larger proportion of 
men than Madame would think, who 



are willing to conform to a higher 
standard, but who find themselves 
passed by for libertines and roues, 
and that too by good women who 
know the character of these latter 
and who are blinded, not so much by 
the prejudices of society, as by 
their own weakness and infirmity of 
judgment; and we very much fear it 
will take more than education to 
change it. 

Now that the Legislature has ad- 
journed and a resume can be made of 
its work, as compared with that of 
other Legislatures of the past, it is 
being complimented on all sides by 
the State press. Nor are these com- 
pliments undeserved, although the 
people of Frankfort are so much dis- 
appointed by the failure to make any 
provision for a new State Oapitol that 
they at least do not endorse them as 
heartily as would otherwise be the 
case. It is true that economy was 
necessary, but provision could have 
been made for commencing the work 
which would not have required im- 
mediate outlay, and would have al- 
lowed time for the State to recover 
from the business depression while at 
the same time it would have insured 
the erection of buildings, which are 
almost absolutely necessary, at no 
distant day. There never was a 
Legislature whose work gave entire 
satisfaction, and the one just de- 
ceased probably accomplished more 
good work in shorter time that most 
of its predecessors. Better than this, 
however, is the absence of that use- 
less legislation which merely cum- 
bers the Statute Books, and which 
the new Constitution, however it 
may be maligned, had mnch to do 
with stopping. 

Mr. Albert Voiles, the Legislative 
Correspondent of the Louisville Com- 
mercial, in a resume of its acts in his 
paper, calls attention to the good 
work which was accomplished by the 
Republican minority during the 
session. It would be much better for 
the State if the minority were so 
much larger as to keep the party in 
power constantly on the alert to 
guard against mistakes |which might 
at any time lose it the control of leg- 
1, The minority was larger 
this time than it has been for twenty- 
five years, and if its action was not 
characterized by a single mistake, as 
Mr. Voiles says, at least they were 
few and far between. The fact that 
they always voted as an unit gave 
them considerable influence on all 
measures, and it is to be hoped that 
their number will be increased in 
the next Legislature, not so much 
because they are Republicans as be- 
mse they are not Democrats. 

The new battle ship, the Indiana, 
will soon be ready for her official 
trial, and it is said that the Messrs. 
Cramp are satisfied that she will 
make lK'.j knots an hour, the contract 
requirement being 15 knots. To the 
ordinary mind the amount of money 
whioh a single war ship costs seems 
extravagant, but a visit to the im- 
mense ship-yards of this Arm while a 
vessel is in course of construction 
will prove an education in the mat- 
ter. While in Philadelphia some 
years since I was shown over the 
cruiser New York, which was then 
receiving her machinery, by one of 
the officials of the company, and was 
also shown the keel of the Indiana, 
which had then just been laid. The 
way in whioh the immense vessels 
are built up, piece by piece, and the 



great attention which is given to the 
smallest details was a revelation to 
me, and I have ever since regarded 
the millions which the firm has re- 
ceived from the Government as richly 
earned. The Indiana is expected 
to be one of the finest line-of-battle- 
ships afloat, and if her being so de- 
pends upon the conforming to speci 
flcations by the Messrs. Cramp, she 
undoubtedly will to prove herself.

We give below the law passed 
by the Legislature just adjourned. 
The Fish and Game Club will meet 
next week to take steps looking 
to the enforcement of its provi- 
sions : 

Be it enacted by the Genetal Assem- 
bly of the Commomvealth of Ken- 
tucky : 

| Section I, That it shall be un- 
lawful for any person or persons 
to catch or destroy fish in any of 
the running waters of the State by 
means of seine, net, drag or trap, 
(dip nets excepted) except streams 
forming the boundary line between 
this and other States and the over- 
flow lakes thereof and private 
ponds. Anyone thus offending 
shall, on conviction, be fined in a 
sum not less than twenty dollars 
nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offense, and cost of prosecution. 



Sec. 2. That any person or per- 
sons who shall place, or cause to 
be placed, in any of the running 
waters designated in section one, 
any drug, injurious substance, 
medicated bait, or any dynamite 
or other explosive agent, with in- 
tent to injure, poison cr catch fish, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, on conviction thereof, shall 
be fined not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than one hnndred dollars 
for each offense, and the cost of 
prosecution. 

Sec. 3. That sixty per cent, of 
all the fines collected for violations^ 
of the provionsof this act shall be' 
paid into the treasury of the 
county in which such fines are im- 
posed, the remaining forty per 
cent, to b? paid to the civil officer 
securing the apprehension and 
conviction. 

Sec. 4. That the circuit courts 
of the respective counties of the 
State, wherein any of the offenses 
herein enumerated are committed, 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction to 
indict, try and punish such offend 
ers. 

Sec. 5. Thai it shall be the duty 
of the judge in all circuit courts 
of the respective counties . of this 
State to give this act specially ii 
charge to each grand jury of said 
court. 

Sec. 6. That this act shall not 
be construed to prevent any per- 
son from using minnow seines less 
than fifteen feet in length and five 
in depth to catch minnows for 
bait, or trot-lines, or pole and line 
to catch fish. 

Sec. 7. That acts or parts of 
acts heretofore passed, in conflict 
with this act, are herebyjrepealed. 

Sec. 8. Whereas, the fish in the 
streams of this States are being 
constantly killed by drugs and by 
dynamite and other explosives, an 
emergency is declared to exist, 
and this act shall take effect when 
signed by the Governor.
